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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

On 06/05/2009, applicant amended claims 14, 48, 54-55, 61-62. 
Claims 14, 48-49, 51-56, 58-63, 65-67 are pending and are allowed. 



Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's amendment and remarks are commensurate with the disclosures. 
The closest prior art is the combination of Jelen (US 6,129,276) and Giannini (US 

7,062,454). However, the combination neither anticipates nor renders obvious the 

amended claims and combination of steps, inter alia, 

analyzing a linger time of a customer or an other customer in a first area where a 
second product previously purchased by the customer or by the other customer was sold; 

correlating the first product with the second product the customer or based on 
analyzing the linger time; and 

outputting a second page for display on the portable device, the second page displaying 
information identifying the second product; 

determining a route between a second area associated with the first product and 
the first location associated with the second product; and 

outputting information describing the route on the electronic device. 



The closest non-patent literature is newly cited "Can technology make shopping 
fun?", Panos Kourouthanassis . International Commerce Review : ECR Journal . 
Brussels: Winter 2003 . Vol. 3, Iss. 2; pg. 37, downloaded from ProQuest Direct on the 
Internet on 1 August 2009, 8 pages. 

Kourouthanassis discloses the use of RFID tags in several ways, pp 2-5: 

It uses five distinct interface areas to help the shopper shop. They are: 

* Shopping Cart Contents area, which presents the products (that is, name, amount, quantity 
and unit price) collected in the shopper's trolley 
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* A Shopping Cart Total area, providing the total price of products inside the trolley and the 
total reductions deriving from a promotional activity 

* A Reminder Shopping List area, highlighting the products (or product categories) the 
shopper has indicated he or she wants to purchase 

* A Promotions area (activated when the View Promotions button is pressed) which presents 
available promotions for the particular shopper, based on his or her profile and past 
consumption behaviour 

* A Product/Promotion Information area which displays either additional information on each 
product (such as nutritional value, recipes and so on) or on each promotion (conditions that 
should be satisfied for a promotion to be activated). 

However, Kourouthanassis neither anticipates nor renders obvious the amended 
claims and combination of steps, inter alia, 

analyzing a linger time of a customer or an other customer in a first area where a 
second product previously purchased by the customer or by the other customer was sold; 

correlating the first product with the second product the customer or based on 
analyzing the linger time; and 

outputting a second page for display on the portable device, the second page displaying 
information identifying the second product; 

determining a route between a second area associated with the first product and 
the first location associated with the second product; and 

outputting information describing the route on the electronic device.
